that is what should be read from the verdict of the voters. This e.\- 
piring Congress apparently places no such interpretation on the 
election returns.' 

"The indictment drawn in the campaign last summer against the 
meddling tacties of the Wilson Adniinistration was sufficient to bring 
about its overwhelming defeat. The people had fresh in their minds 
the disastrous effects of the priei' tixing of sugar, of wheat, of coal, 
and the arbitrary interference with the distribution of those and 
other products in unttor defiance of the law of supply and demand. 
The constmers paid th,' cust o I'. w iy one of those intriniL.'eiiieiits of 
rittural economic laws, and that added expense to the cost of living 
forcibly impressed on the mbds of the voters the necessity of remov- 
ing the cause of it all. The downfall of Wilson and Wilsonisra re- 
salted' 

"But the habit of meddling with the affairs of private concerns 

seems to have persisted imth in a CoriRrf.ss controlled by Repub- 
licans. The idea still tinds its strongest adherents among the Demo- 
crats of the minority in both Houses, but they are receiving sutTi- 
rient support from certain Hepublicans lo i)ass bill.<; preei.sely of the 
sort that brough about the repudiatidu of the late Democratic re- 
gime. Unless heed is taken of the warnin;; soiuided by Senator Elk- 
ing, similar disaster will be suffered at the next election by the party 
now iu power. 

" 'Decentralizing industry and eentralizin;; (jovernnienl at 
Washington,' says Senator Elkins in summarizing tlu' sitiuition, 'has 
'oeeome a mania with many people, whose ultimate goal is apparently 
government ownership and control of all private business and en- 
terprise. But they are not the great mass of the American people 
by any manner of means, • • • It is tifne we start on the work of 
fulfilling Senator Harding's pnnnise to the countrj' to "return to 
normalcy." The country's hope for a realization of that pledge 
rests with the Congress which was elected on the strength of it.' 

"Tremendous responsibility rests upon ilie Harding: .\dministra- 
tion and upon the Congress that will work in consonance witii it. 
The people look for an early eradication of every evil that condemned 
the regime of President Wilson. There is bound to be come disap- 
pointment, because it is humaidy impo.ssible to rejiair in such a short 
time all the destruction wrongh in the past eight yeara, but Congress 
ean at least call an iiiimediale halt to the forces that contributed so 
materially to economic c'haos. Private initiative is responsible for 
Atnerica's position as the wealthiest of nations. Let us acknowledge 
the fact and refuse to place further impediments to the normal ex- 
pression of that iidtiative."

While it is true that "charity begins at home,'' yet it is equally 
true that it does not necessarily end there. The person wbo can read 
of the sufferings of those of other countries, even of those of Ocrmauy 
with whom, thanks to President Wilson, we are still nominally at 

war, without a feeling of sympathy and a desire to help, is unwortliy 
of the name American. Tbe people of the United States do not war 
upon non-combatantc. Women and children of every race have al 
ways reeeiM'd the utmost eonsidi'ratioii and assistance in time of 
need. Nor do we, as a nation, desire to inflict unnecessary suffering 
even upon those who are themselves at fault. As a people we are 
actuated by philantbropis motives. 

Such being the ease, we have been quick to respond to calls for 
nwistance made on behalf of the suffering of other countries. But 
tnere is an unwise as well as a wise charity. We are not called upon 
to beggar ourselves in order to aid others. 

Psuedo-philanthropists, of the "international" variety, have 
been loudly demanding that we forgive the debt ow. d t ous by rlif- 
ferent European nations, and also that we open wide our markets in 
order to enable them to recover their former prosperity. That would 
be all right, it' thereby we diil not rob our owni people wlio-e needs 
demand our first consideration. Wc shall, if we contiiiMo our present 
FVee-Trade polic.v, greatly increase unemployment in this countrj'. 
There an- at the present time, it is estimated, two and a i|uarter 
millions of our wm-kefs out of employment. .Americans ^'ct no less 
hungry than foreif,'iiefs and "cliarity begins at home." .Many of 
I hose now unemployed, probably the greater proportion of them, 
votdd be now employed and abb. to feed and clothe themselves ami 
families, were it not for the remarkable flood of imports which has 
drowned out our own industries. We can use onl ya certain quantity 
of any coniniodity. and if we hire foreigners to produce it for us we 
must eoii(leiMii oiM' own \V(M'kiiien who [iroduce such comniodily to 
idleness and want. That is the whole case in a nutshell. We must 
either hire our own workmen to produce the goods wc need, or else 
.\ .' must hire I'orei!,'!! workmne. If we hire the foreigners onr own 
c'orkmn will be unemployed. ' 

If onr present Tariff rate remain nnchanged, as it advocated b\ 
certain people who set themselves up as srindes .ind instructors iu 
mutters financial and economic, wc shall hav not two and a ipnirter 
million idle workmen, but the number will be quadnipled. In that 
I'veiit We shall cut a s(u-ry fifrure iu the btisiness .'md financial world, 
.'laving lost the home market we shall be still unable to ejipiure the 
foreign market, for if we cannot compete with foreign produci-rs in 
••ur own market, we shall certainly be unable to do so in the foreign 
markets. 

With our domestic markets driven over to I'orcifiii prodiu-ers we 
H-ould hardly be able to do much in the way of extending assistance 
to the needy of other countries. On the contrary, charity would both 
'•e!,'in iitid end at home, if, indeed, wc should not become objects of 
idnirity ourselves. Wc would be a sorry spectacle if wc should, 
through our Free-Trade |)olicy, binld up the productive industries of 
other countries and thereby pauperize mu'selves ti) the extent of lie- 
ing obliged to ask charity of those sann; countries which are now the 
objects of tender solicitude on the part of our psuedo-philanthropists 
and inmitation econoniists. 

The goveriunent of every country owes Protection to its citizens. 
The Protection required may vary according to the needs of the 
'ounlry. liiii eeonoinic Protecticui is no less the iirerou'ative and duty 
of the goveriunent .than is Protection against invading armies. There 
is only one thing for us as a people to do, and that is to build np our 
own industries by menus of an adei|uatc I'roteetive Tariff, ami then 
give the abinidanee, thus nuide po.ssil)le, to the needy of other nations. 
We should disregard the biased advice of those who are more iid cr- 
ested in realiziu},' par value on the foreign stocks and bonds which 
they piu'chascd of other milimis during the war, at which time they 
showed their philanthropy by buyin glhcm al a few cents on the dol- 
lar. There is more than (me kind of charity and we must be on our 
guard against the bosrus variety.
